This order is made necessary, 
the companies explain, by the Fed- 
eral laws which have placed them on 
the plane of common carriers, and have 
thus forbidden them to extend frée serv- 
ice to anyone.

Le Blanc’s time was 2 hours, 14 
minutes and 59 seconds, and Aubrun’s 
was 2 hours 20 minutes and 29 sec- 
onds. 

Alfred Le Blanc was today selected 
to represent France in the international 
balloon race in the United States in the 
fal}. 


The international balloon race will 
start from St. Louis on Oct. 17%. Le 
Blanc, represented France in the race 
from the same city in 1907 and finished 
second. He landed at Herbertsville, N. 
J., after covering a distance of 867.4 
miles.

Sunday in: Negro Saloon 
Is Chased by Black. 








If Mayor Cook of East St. Leuis does 
not know that the saloong of the city 
are open on Sunday, the fact is well 
known to Dr. M. R. Doyle, president of 
the. Board of Police Commissioners. It 
became known Tuesday that Dr. Doyle, 
while drinking in a negro saloon Sun- 
day afternoon, was compelled to flee for 
his life from a drunken black, armed 
with a four-inch knife. 

Through a side door Dr. Doyle en- 
tered the saloon of John Carter, a negro, 
926 East Broadway, and ordered sev- 
eral drinks. After a number of libations 
tc Bacchus had been. poured, Moses 
Vaughn, 59 years old, a negro, com- 
manded Dr. Doyle to buy him a drink. 
The -president of the Police Board re- 
fused, and the negro sprang towards 
him with a knife. Dr. Doyle leaped to 
the front door, forgetting it was locked, 
with the negro's knife flashing near his 
back. By a lightning wheel and dodge, 
Dr. Doyle gained the rear of the bar 
and fled towards the side deor, with 
his pursuer at his heels. 

Escapes From Negro. 

They raced north on Tenth street for 
a block, when the head of the Police 
Department at last outsprinted the ne- 
gro and escaped. Dr. Doyle had for- 
gotten to arm himself with the gold- 
mounted revolver which he usuaily car- 
ries. 

Sunday night Vaughn was arrested by 
Detectives Mills and Eubanks, and Mon- 
day was tried on a charge of disorder- 
ly .conduct, without the name of the 
complaining witness being divulged.

NEGRO'S. BOSS 
REPUDIATES. HIM 
ON GIRL'S CHARGE 


Black Taken to Court to 
Plead to. Miss Unger’s 
Charge. 


As James Bradfield, negro janitor of 
the Culver Building, was arraigned at 
10 a. m. Tuesday before Judge Klene 
on a charge of attempting to attack 
Miss Bessie Unger, the black was re- 
pudiated by W. C. Culver, 5849 West 
Cabanne place, who is manager of the 
building. 

Culver’s statement followed the visit 
of a young white man Monday night at 
police headquarters, who assured Lieut. 
Singleton and the negro that Culver 
would stand by the prisoner at his 
trial, obtain his aoquittal, if possible, 
and reinstate him as janitor of the 
bufiding at the earliest opportunity. 
Bradfield told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that his visiter said his name was 
Baker, and that he was an insurancs 
m @.. 

Over the telephone, Culver stated that 
his name was used without authority. 


Loses His Job. 
“Bradfield will never be janitor of 


the Culver Building again,’’ said Culver, 
“and I am not going to his assistanoe. 
I am sick and disgusted with the whole 
business. 

*“T sent no one to see the negro, and 
neither did my father, W. W. Culver, 
who owns the structure. My father is 
spending the summer in Michigan. 

“T hhve just got back from my va- 
cation. I had no inkling of the use to 
which Bradfield was putting the build- 
ing.’’ 

No evidence was to be taken at the 

hearing Tuesday, at which Bradfieid 
was to be permitted to plead guilty or 
not guilty. That he would plead not 
guilty was indicated, the police believed. 
by his retaining of a negro lawyer, 
Monddy. night, to defend him. 
When the next hearing. is set, the 
chief witness against the prisoner will 
be Miss Unger, who lives at 5036 Maple 
avenue, who had been decoyed to the 
Culver Building through an advertise- 
ment for an office assistant.

CROP REPORT IS FINE 


Indications Are ‘That $138,- 
000,000 Will Be Realized 
on Corn. 


Missouri and the Southwest are at 
the beginning of an era of unusual 
prosperity, in the opinion of St. Louis 
bankers. 

With more than $250,000,000 in 
prospect for the Missouri farmer from 
the three great cereal staples, wheat, 
corn and oats, there is every indica- 
tion that he will not have to mort- 
gage his acres to buy an automobile 
—his cr@éps should leave an ample 
margin of profit for that, and every 
town in the State is expected to re- 
flect his well-being. 

Many merchants, especially in the 
smaller towns, have been forced to 
carry large stocks longer .than usual, 
one banker points out, and to borrow 
money on that account. Abundant 
crops, it is anticipated, will remedy 
this. condition, the merchants’ debts 
being paid through liberal purchases 
by the farmer. 

Based on Crop Report. | 

The optimistic forecasts by the bank- 
ers are based largely on the August 
bulletin from the Crop Reporting Board 
of the Department of Agriculture, is 
just made public. The average condi- 
tion of the corn crop Aug. 1, according 
to this report, was 79.3, as compared 
with 8.4 last month, $1.4 a year ago 
and 82.1 as the average on Aug. 1 for 
the last 10 years. In Missouri the per 
cent, based on 100 for a perfect crop, 
is 82, as compared with 8 for the 10- 
year average, 


It is estimated that there will be 230,- 
000,000 bushels of corn in Missouri. At 
the present selling price of 60 cents 
and above, this will mean $138,000,000 to 
the farmers of the State. 

The Government report says the pres- 
ent returns indicate a winter wheat 
yleld of 15.8 bushels an acre, or a total 
of 458,294,000 bushels, as compared with 
15.8 last year, with 446,366,000 bushels as 
the final estimate. 

Big Wheat Crop. 

In Missouri the winter wheat crop is 
estimated by the Government experts at 
27,697,000, and wheat is selling from $1 
to $1.04 a bushel. The estima teis based 
Jon a calculation of 13.8 bushels to the 
acre, of 94 per cent grade. 

The average condition of spring wheat 
Aug. 1 was 61°-per cent, as compared 
with 61.6 last month, 91.6 last year and 
81.9 for the 10-year average. 

The oat crop Aug. 1 is estimated at 
81.5, as compared with 82.2 last month, 
$5.5 a year ago and 82.6 for the 10-year 
average. It is said the Missouri farmer 
will get about $50,000,000 for his oats. 

In spite of the lower condition of the 
corn crop, the increased acreage de- 
voted to it will increase it about 80,000,000 
“over last. year’s crop, the crop report- 
ing board estimates. This is for the 
entire country. The oat crop is expected 
to equal last year’s, When it was unusu- 
ally large. “ 

H. P. Hilliard, president of Central 
National Bank: From all indications 
we are on the eve of a period of great 
prosperity. The country has been “over- 
trading,’ but we can now see the end o: 
this. Throughout the rural districts, las. 
year, the merchants looked for this 
prosperous condition and they filled 
their stores with large stocks. They 
have been forced to carry these stocks 
throughout the year and consequently 
have had to borrow money. 

Now, however, 4 great harvest is as- 
sired which will put the South and 
Southwest on a high financial plane. 


RK. F. Edwards, president of Nation- 
al Bank of Commerce: St. Louis can 
even: now recngnize the advance condi- 
tions of an era of financial tranquility 
in this country. The country banks, 
who have been in debt, are beginning 
to make preperations to pay this in- 
debtedness. The farmers can see record 
harvests ahead and have taken con- 
fidence. 

While the country has fully recovered 
from the panic of 1907, we have. not 
been on as firm a basis as we were 
previous to that time, but the coming 
year will place us in a most healthy 
financial condition. 


F. J. Wade, president of the Mer- 
cantile National Bank: The West and 
Southwest, commercially.and financially, 
were never in better condition than at 
the present time. While East recently I 
heard some criticism about the farmer 
and the Western man buying automo- 
biles, and yet I am confident there are 

_ more autos per capita, three times over, 
owned in New Yorx State than in any 

_ ‘State of the Union. Why should not 
the Western farmer or capitalist own an 
suto, if he so desires? 

Another cry is, the West has a land 
boom, which is not true. It is true, 
however, that lands, particularly good 
farm lands, have advanced in value 
because the: production value of lands 
has more than doubled, Owning to the 
selling price of cotton, corn, wheat and 
live stock- having more than doubled 
the past few years, and so it is with 
labor of every kind, skilled and un- 
skilled.

He did so, and shorily after I fired a shot at the Mayor. I do not know 
if I fired more than one shot or not. | 

“Knowing that Mayor Gaynor was going to Europe this morning to enjoy 
himself after depriving me of my bread and butter—not porterhouse steak— 
Il was irritated to the point of committing the act. 

“The sxevolver you show me is the one I did the shooting with. I don’t 
know bow many shots were in the revolver when I used it. I have had this 
revolver a long time in my possession. I carried it when I was in the employ 


of the cityr.’’ 
‘Gallagher seemed remarkably cool while making this statement, to which he 


affixed his signature.

SHOT WITHOUT WORD OF WARNING. 

The shooting occurred under circumstances of the most dramatic character. 
Mayor Gaynor came aboard the steamer accompanied by a number of promi- 
nent city officials about to bid him adieu on his trip abroad. 

‘The party proceeded to the upper deck and were assembled in a group 
giving final greetings. Crowds of passengers were about on deck and friends 
were waving adieu from the pier. The Mayor's party had just formed a 
group preparatory to having their picture taken. 

Suddenly a man pushed through the throng from the rear. He ap- 
proached the Mayor and without a word he began to fire. Mayor Gaynor 
was seen to fall, and the gushing wound to!d that he had been hit. At 
thé same moment a ship’s guard sprang forward and dealt the assassin 
a blow on the head with a billy, felling him to the deck, where Officers 
quickly seized "him. He was turned over to the Hoboken police head- 
quarters. ‘There he gave the name of Gallagher, and in response to in- 
quiries as to why he had committe d the deed he replied sullenly: 

“He kept me from earning my bread and butter.” 

ONE BULLET SLIGHTLY WOUNDS BYSTANDER. 

Street Commissioner Edwards was slightly wounded by one of the 
bullets intended for Gaynor. Edwards, who was standing by the Mayor, 
seized Gallagher's arms. One of the bullets passed through the Street 
Commissioner's sleeve and grazed his left arm. The wound, however, was 
so slight that Mr. Edwards only discovered it after the excitement had 
subsided. 

Meantime Mayor Gaynor had been carried to a stateroom. 
conscious, but breathed heavily. He was calm, but apparently 
that the wound was gnmave. 

The Mayor was fully conscious while the two ship's surgeons, Dr. H. 
Meyer and Dr. Strauch, worked over him, and he asked them several ques- 
tions. He at first wanted to continue on the ship and remain under the care 
of the ship's surgeons. 

Dr. Meyer informed him gently that such a course would be ill advised 

and that it would be much better for him to go to a hospital, where every 
facility for caring for him would be at hand. It was also urged to him that 
if-he suffered from seasickness, his strength would be drained. 
*" An ambulance was summoned to the pier and the wounded Mayor was 
placed on a stretcher and carried to it. The vehicle was driven to St. Mary’s 
Hospital, Hoboken, where the Mayor was immediately taken to the operating 
room. He was still conscious and occasionally spoke to those about him. To 
the city officials who accompanied him to the hospital he indicated the gravity 
with which he viewed the shot by these words: 

“Say good by to the people.”’ 

MAYOR CHEERFUL UNDER DOCTORS’ CARE. 

The hospital physicians made a careful examination of the wound. Their 
conclusion agreed with that of the ship’s surgeons that the injury was not 
necessarily fatal. . 

It was found that the bullet entered the Mayor’s neck back of the ear, 
burying itself in the region of the mastoid bone. While waiting the arrival 
of a surgeon from New York the Mayor remained calm. His chief difficulty 
came from the gathering of blood in his throat. After the ministrations of 
the physicians Mr. Gaynor expressed himself as feeling better. 

Dr. W. H. Minford, of the house staff of St. Mary’s Hospital said the Mayor 
showed great fortitude. | 

**"] gave the Mayor strychnine, when ho first came to the hospital,” said 
Dr. Minford, “hecause he was suffering from shock and to remove the blood 
from his throat. The bullet had entered back of the right ear, passing 
through the mastoid. The shot was straight from right to left and slightly 
downward. The Mayor did not complain of pain, he said: ‘‘Try and discourage 
me. Don't tell me its all right if the wound is serious. I want to know the 
worst.”’ 

Mrs. Vingut, Mayor Gaynor’s daughter, who was recently married, was al- 
most in a state of collapse when she reached the hospital. Attendants had to 
carry her to the elevator to be conveyed to the floor where her wounded 
father was lying. 

Word has been sent to Mrs. Gayner at her country place in St. James, 
Long Island, of the serious injury to her husband, and she started in an au- 
tomobile on the long ride to the hospital in Hoboken. 

Her chauffeur was instructed to proceed with all possible speed, and dit- 
rections were given the police all along the route not to interfere with the 
vehicle. Mrs. Gaynor bore up well. The couple’s young daughters remaine1 
at home in St. James. 

Gallagher, the Mayor's assailant, was taken before Recorder McGovern. He 
displayed little emotion. Recorder McGovern beld the prisoner without bail to 
await the resylt of the Mayor's injuries. 

ASSASSIN SAYS HE LOST BREAD AND BUTTER. 

After he had been arraigned Gallagher said: “‘My name is Gallagher. You 
may not know that name now, but it will soon be known all over the world. 
Mayor Gaynor took the bread and butter—not porterhousé steak—out of my 
mouth. Steak was not common with me. 

“When he robbed me of my living, I tried to see him. I went to the City 
Hal), but they would not let me in his office. I knew he was going to Europe 
and the ship he was going to sail on, so I knew I could see him there. 

“I did not know the Mayor personally. I had never seen him, though I 
had. often seen his picture.. A clergyman on the deck pointed him out to me, 
and I went to where he was standing, the center of a little group. He was 
chatting with them all and everyone seemed happy, and that made me mad. 

“They could be happy while I was out of work through the fault’of that 
one man. Then I went up to the group and fired. I don’t know whether I 
fired one shot or more.”’ 

WAS DISCHARGED FOR NEGLECT OF DUTY. 

Gallagher was appoitned a watchman in the New York City Dock Depart- 
ment April 7, 1998. He was discharged July 19, 1910, after having been found 
guilty of neglect of duty and misconduct. 

' Among his. other transgressions was the fact that he failed to punch the 
djal on the time clock that recorded his presence. He was also charged with 
uging insulting language to an inspector. Since his discharge, Gallagher has 
. bgen writing letters to the Mayor. 

' Save for the servants, the Gaynor residence in Brooklyn was deserted this 
morning, all the members of the family, with the exception of Rufus Gaynor, 
a son, being at St. James, L. I. Rufus went to the steamship to say good-by 
to his father.

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Gallagher, according to Mrs. Johnson, 
came in at 6:30 this morning and went 
to his room and his landlady did not 
see him go out again. He occupied a 
single’ room at the rear of the house 
and she regarded him as a first-class 
boarder. As far as she knew, he was 
not active in politics. He had no friends 
in the house and his visitors. from out- 
sides Mrs. Johnson described as men of 
good appearance and address. 

Threats Made Against Him. 

Mayor Gaynor’s administration, which 
began on Jan. 1 last, had been so dras- 
tic in its reforms and he had condemned 
so many persons and parties in such 
strong terms that he became the sub- 
ject of many threats. Several months 
ago an armed visitor at the city hall 
was found trying to approach Mayor 
Gaynor and he was removed. 

Robert Adamson, secretary to the 
Mayor, was quoted as saying he feared 
a crank might sometime attempt to 
kill the Mayor. 

Mayor Gaynor was sailing on the first 
vacation he has had since taking office, 
on Jan. 1. He has been at work from 
14 to 16 hours a day and imperatively 
felt the need of a rest. In order to be 
out of reach of the affairs of his of- 
fice, it was his intention to avoid all 
the European cities and to take a jaunt 
through the North Sea to the coast of 
Norway. He expected to be absent 
about one month. 


Intended to Avoid Cities, 
Mayor Gaynor was rather secretive 


about his preparations for the journey. 
To friends who saw him at his office 
yesterday afternoon he said his princi- 
ral object was the sea trip and he had 
no intention of visiting the continent or 
stopping in any of the larger English 
cities. 

“T want a rest,’’ he said. “I may go 
to Sweden and possibly to Denmark.” 

He added that he desired to be at 
sea as much as possible and to thor- 
oughly rest after the hard work of the 
last seven months and to get himself in 
shape for the many difficult problems 
that faced him on his return. 

Good Record as Mayor. 

Mayor Gaynor has been regarded as 
one of the best mayors New York has 
ever had. Even, William Travers 
Jerome, who declared priédr to the 
election last fall that because of his 
doubt of Gaynor’s sincerity, he would 
regard his election as a public calam- 
ity, is quoted in an interview this 
morning as admitting his surprise at 
the manner in which the administra- 
tion has turned out, and expressing 
his belief that the Mayor, by his way 
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of doing things, was a great execu- 
tive. 

The Mayoh has won his immense 
popularity by the simplest of meth- 
ods. When a reform was obviously 
needed, he immediately issued orders 
which accomplished it. He did not 
appoint commissions to make time 
consuming investigations. He merely 
summoned the men most familiar 
with the subject in hand, decided 
what to do and did it without any 
further parley. 

Made Reforms Directly. 

The manner in which he wiped out the 
Aqueduct Commission was typical of ¢ls 
reformative methods. For years the 
Aqueduct Commission drew immense 
salaries, though the cause for its ex- 
istence had long since ceased. Mayor 
Gaynor merely appointed successors to 
all the members of the commission, the 
new men going in with the understand- 
ing that their jobs were to be immedi- 
ately legislated out of existence, 

Then a bill was introduced in the 
Legislature, wiping out the commission, 
and as none of the new commissioners 
had any interest in opposing the pas- 
sage of the bill, and as none was a pol- 
itician with friends at Albany, the bill 
passed as a matter of routine and the 
reform was accomplished. 

Ended Police Blackmall. 

Clubbing policemen got a short shift, 
plain-clothes men, who were the ones 
who always did the blackmail collect- 
ing for the permission of excise law vio- 
lations, were ordered back into uni- 
forms which obviously rendered the col- 
lection of blackmail a hazardous under- 
taking, and the enforcement of the ex- 
cise law became possible,

FAME BY FIGHTING 
FOR CIVIC REFORM 





As Young Lawyer, New York Mayor Exposed 
Flatbush Bosses and Later Broke Up No- 
torious Brooklyn Political Ring. 





NEW YORK, Aug. 9. 
The humble, hard-worked farm bvy 
of Oneida County, N. Y., whose career 
In reforming politics as a boss-smasher 
and ring-seatterer is world renowned, 
is of Irish-English stock and the son 
of @ man who supported Gerritt Smith, 


the abolitionist friend of John Brown’! 


of the Harper’s Ferry antebellum pe- 
riod. He was born on his father’s 
farm at Oriskany, near Whitestone, 
Oneida County, N. Y., in 1851, the soil 
of which farm was cleared by his Irish 
grandfather. 

Life was a bitter struggle for bare 
necessities on that little farm, and 
Mayor Gaynor’s boyhood was one of 
hard toil. Through the district school 
the boy passed on to the Whitestone 
Academy, graduating from which he 
taught in the public schools of Boston, 
Mass., and afterward located in Utica, 
Y., where he studied law in the 
office of Ward Hunt, afterward Justice 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States. In 1875 the future Mayor moved 
to Flatbush, Long Island, where there 
then existed an utterly corrupt munici- 
pal government under the polluting in- 
fluence of the political atmosphere of 
the City of Brooklyn, then a separate 
community, eaten to the core by ring 
politics. 


Fought Brooklyn Ring. 
The young lawyer soon after locating 


in Flatbush studied his surroundings. 
Among other conditions he ascertained 
that Flatbush had 40 liquor saloons, but 
only one saloon license. After collect- 
ing satisfactory evidence concerning 
such. illegal conditions, he had the sa- 
loon keepers arrested and compelled 
them to take out licenses. Then he 
started in to elect honest public offi- 
cials. Calling the people of the town to- 
gether, he explained his desire for re- 
form, and exposed the local bosses 
Both political machines in the town, of 
course, combined against him, but on 
election day he elected his entire re- 
form ticket by a sweeping majority. 

Having smashed the political rings of 
Flatbush, the young lawyer in 18% 
changed his place of residence to Brook- 
lyn, in which city “Boss’”” Hugh Mc- 
Laughlin had wielded despotic power 
for a quarter of a century. Gaynor 
then studied the great McLaughlin ring, 
and formulated a ,\plan for the over- 
throw of the “‘Boss.”” His great oppor- 
tunity came in 1889, when the town of 
New Lots was annexed to Brooklyn. 
There was a little water company in 
New Lots known as the Long Islani 
Water Supply Co. The McLaughlin 
ring secretly benght up the company 
through dutnmies for $185,000, and then 
got Alfred C. Chapin, Mayor of Brook- 
lvn, and his associates to make a con- 
tract to buy it for tne city for about 
$1,500,000—a profit for the ring of more 
than $1,300,000. 

Made “L” Roads Pay Taxes. 

Gaynor denounced the deal as a swin- 
dle and said it would not go through 
if he could prevent it. The Mayor and 
the ring smiled and ignored him. He, 
however, went about Brooklyn seeking 
for some taxpayer who would allow him 
to use his name as plaintiff in a 
suit to stop the steal. But none of the 
leading citizens to whom he applied 
dared to court the enmity of the power- 
ful McLaughlin machine, the mere men- 
tion of which was enough to make a 
property owner tremble, because every- 
body knew the “Boss” was vindictive 
and unforgiving. 

Gaynor, however, finally induced one 
of his old clients, William Ziegler, to 
allow the use of his name. That suit, 
carried through every court to the high- 
est, defeated the $1,300000 water swindle 
and carried consternation to the ring. 
Gaynor was a comparatively poor man, 
but he paid the whole cost of the fight, 
$14,700, out of his own pocket. It was 
a great victory and completely exposed 
the rottenness of machine politics. 

Gaynor afterward gave the people of 
Brooklyn another illustration of how 
they were robbed. The elevated rail- 
roads of that city had never paid a dol- 
lar of taxes and the officials refused to 
sell their property for nonpayment, al- 
though the possessions of every pour de- 
linquent were sold promptly. Geynor 
brought a taxpayer’s suit at his own ex- 
pense, and in the end the companies 
were obliged to pay their taxes in full, 
about one million dollars—another as- 
tonishing defeat for the McLaughlin 
ring, the members of which owned large 
interests in the elevated railroads. 

Refused to Run for Mayor, 

Gaynor again defeated the Brooklyn 
ring by exposing the swindling bill pre- 
sented by the McLaughlin officials for 
the Columbian celebration in Brooklyn. 
More brass bands were charged for than 
could be got in Brooklyn and New 
York combined. A bill for one street 
stand carried more lumber than was 


at. 


He de- 


votes was wiped out. Gaynor was elect- 
ed to the Supreme Court*by a majority 
of 35,000 votes, and the whole ticket with 
him. That was the end of the famous 
McLaughlin ring. It never got back 
into power. 

The smashing of the Brooklyn boss 
was not the only fruit of that fight. 
It also resulted in the downfall and im- 
prisonment of John Y. MeKane, the cor- 
rupt master of Coney Island, one of the 
most evil and desperate men in the 
State. He was Chief of Police. He had 
a padded list of 7000 voters in a township 
which claimed only 10,000 inhabitants. 
He swung this vote in a mass from one 
party to another. No man dared to dis- 
pute his power, for he was surrounded 
by thugs who would not have hesitated 
at murder. 

In. the campaign which resulted in his 
election to the Supreme Court Gaynor 
publicly declared that if McKane at- 
tempted to again debauch the ballot 
box he would send him and all his as- 
sociates to State's prison. 

Gaynor sent watchers to the McKane 
polling places. He armed them with an 
injunction procured from the Supreme 
Court, forbidding the Coney Island boss 
to interfere with them. McKane 
laughed loudly when the watchers ap- 
peared, and said, ‘Injunctions don’t go 
here.’”” The watchers were assaulted and 
driven away. 


It was predicted tnat Gaynor's elec- 
tion would satisfy him, and that noth- 
ing more would be heard about the Co- 
ney Island Boss. But Gaynor forced 
the Governor to appoint deputy attor- 
neys-general to take the matter out of 
the hands of the ring’s local District 
Attorney, and he threw himself into 
the work of prosecution so vigorously 
that the community was ‘greatly ex- 
cited. McKane was sent to prison for 
seven years, and 16 of his followers were 
also imprisoned. 

Those who expected that Justice Gay- 
nor’s fighting spirit would be smothered 
by the pomps and dignities of judiciai 
tradition found themselves mistaken.

A year later 
the defeated Brooklyn boss, McLaugh- 
lin, went secretly to Justice Gaynor’s 
house at night and offered to nominate 
him for Mayor of Brooklyn. He de- 
clined. | : 

Two years afterwards Richard Croker, 
the boss of Tammany Hal!, wanted Jus- 
tice Gaynor to run for Mayor of Great- 
er New York. Again he declined. And 
in 13504, when Parker ran for Presi- 
dent, the State Demogratic bosses, at 
the suggestion of Judge Parker, once 
more invited the Justice to be a candi- 
date for Governor; but he could not be 
persuaded. Having fought bosses and

Doors of Cashier’s Bank Closed. 
Still another feature for investigation 
is the fact that the Bank of Wheatley, of 
which Boysen was cashier, closed sev- 
eral days ago and a number of large 
checks were refused. It was reported 
that Abe Boysen, father of the cashier, 
had made a loan of practically all of 
the bank’s cash to finance a rice ven- 
ture. The Boysens and Goldbergs were 
principal owners of the bank. 

Mrs. Goldberg’s husband died a vio- 
lent death two years ago and it was 
given out that he had killed himself. 
A brother of the young woman who 
is in custody was killed by a train 
at Goodrich, Ark, several years ago. 

Several stories have been told by Mrs. 
Goldberg concerning the shooting, to 
which she was a witness and she ex- 
plains the discrepancies by saying that 
she was excited at the time. The sto- 
ry to which she now clings is that she 
and her daughter went to Boysen’s 
room to put it in order while he was 
shaving in an adjoining room. When 
the pillows were lifted, an automatic 
revolver was found under one of them 
and Mrs. Goldberg asserts that she 
placed it on the dresser, 

She relates that her daughter was ex- 
amining the weapon when Boysen came 
in and that when he attempted to take 
the pistol from the young woman, it 
was discharged. 

A negro maid in the Goldberg home 
tells of finding Miss Goldberg stooping 
over Boysen, who lay on the floor, im- 
ploring him to forgive her, and that 
later she telephoned to a doctor that 
she had shot Boysen, but that it was 
accidental. 

Attorney Israel Peres, who has been 
retained to defend Miss Goldberg, com- 
plained that the police had put her 
thruugh the “third degree,’ but this 
is denied by the department.

‘ine weather was almost ideal for the 
marchers. It is doubtful if Chicago 
has seen so great a parade, or. has 
turned out in such numbers since the 
record-breaking demonstration of the 
first McKinley campaign.

of Euston, cousin of King George of 
England and Most Eminent Supreme 
Pro-Grandmaster of the Priory of En- 
gland and Wales, awaited beside the 
line, attired in his full regalia as head 
of British Templary to review the 
passage of the Red Cross.

SEES NEW YORK

Two Men Shot While De- 
tectives Are Showing 
Duke the Sights.

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SENATOR GORE’S CHARGES. 

Evidence given in the investigation of Senator 
Gore’s charges of bribery in connection with the 
sale of Indian land may not lead to a con- 
viction of the parties implicated, but it is suffi- 
cient to disclose to the country the exjstence of 
an enormous scheme to get control of opal lands, 
worth millions of dollars, by defrauding the In- 
dian owners. f 

The. parties accused of offering bribes have 

denied the charge, and in return have accused 
Senator Gore of lying. That, of course, was to 
have been expected. But there has been no de- 
nial that the sale of 450,000 acres of land be- 
longing to the Choctaw and Chickasaw Indians 
has been under negotiation. Nor is it denied that 
the promoters of the deal were trying to get 
‘from the Government a rake-off of $3,000,000 as 
fees for “legal services,” when as a matter of 
fact no such service was required in the trans- 
action. 

The story told by Green McCurtain, chief of the 
Choctaws, is illuminating. For years the Indians 
have waited for the Government to act for them 
in the sale of the lands, but the Government 
has done nothing. The Indians, therefore, have 
had to turn to private promoters, In 10 years 
McCurtain’s tribe has paid $300,000 In attorney’s 
fees to one firm. If in sueh transactions there 
has been no bribery, it will be gratifying to learn 
it. But whether there was or was not any 
attempt at direct bribery, it is evident that there 
is enough of evil in the situation to make it 
worth while to probe it and to end it.

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THE CIVIL PENSION LIST. 

With a civil pension measure on the list of 
Republican bills pending for the next Congress, 
it is time to remember that until lately no party 
in America has dared advocate openly a return 
to the old system of endowing the official classes 
for life.

Now, how- 
ever, comes a learned psychologist, Dr. Hall of 
Clark University, who tells us that careful analy- 
sis. discloses six sorts of love.

The analysis, while it disturbs the poetic con- 
cept of an infinite variety of loves, confirms 
poesy in its well-known definition of love as a 
form of lunacy. Dr. Hall distinguishes the six 
sorts by differences in their manifestations of 
mental aberration, thus: Emotive delusion, fixed 
idea, rudimentary paranoia, psychic neurasthe- 
nia, épisodic symptoms of degeneracy and psy- 
chic emotive obsession. 

Of these various forms of passion, the most 
dangerous {is said to be rudimentary paranoia. 
It leads the victim to look upon his love as a 
creature of wonderful beauty and goodness, but 
unfortunately it-doesn’t last, and the disillu- 
sionment is apt to cause trouble. The subject 
Is of course one of high importance. Young la- 
dies should by all means require their lovers to 
obtain certificates from psychological experts, 
showing the exact nature of their fondness. Then 
they may pick out the variety of love they pre- 
fer; always avoiding of course any that is likely 
to be merely a temporary distemper.

THE TERMINAL’S PROGRAM. 

The Terminal Monopoly has no idea of releas- 
ing its clutch on St. Louis. It is busily at work. 
In the open it labors to convince a rebellious 
people that it is struggling and making sacrifices 
in their behalf. In newspapers and in pamphlets 
it is singing its virtues and combatting the 
proofs of its greed. It is salving the blow to 
come in the form of an official announcement 
that the bridge arbitrary cannot be abolished. 

In the dark the Terminal Monopoly is con- 
structing political fortifications. With the Dem- 
ocratic organization: safely tethered within the 
pasture of privilege, it is baiting the Republican 
city organization. Its deft and experienced hand 
can be seen holding the strings which move the 
puppets of the Howe-Kreismann faction. 

There may be no assurance that the defeat of 
the Howe-Kreismann crowd will stand as a per- 
manent defeat for the Terminal. But ‘there is 
assurance that such defeat will be at least a tem- 
porary victory for the people. Present victory 
is as much as can be expected. It will mark 
the way for a fair expression of public opinion 
at the next municipal election. 

It is for that election the Terminal is now 
preparing and behind the preparations are appar- 
ent all the details which mark a comprehensfve 
campaign for the perpetuation of the monopoly’s 
grip on St. Louls. The announcement that the 
arbitrary cannot be abolished means much more 
than a continuation of the effort to win the Ran- 
ken tract franchise and the concessions and 
privileges it failed to secure last spring. 

Without destroying or halting the work of 
building the free bridge, or gaining control of 
it, the Terminal knows the refusal to abolish 
the arbitrary is idle chatter whose only value is 
to extend the time of collecting bridge toll until 
the free bridge is completed. 

The free bridge will make an end of the 
arbitrary and if the arbitrary cannot be 
abolished, then the Terminal must get con- 
trol of the new structure which is being 
built with the people’s money. 

The Terminal has plainly elected to fight pub- 
lic sentiment in St. Louis. As it has done in 
the past, it is going to fight with the weapons 
which monopoly uses in politics. At no time 
since the people voted overwhelmingly to build 
a bridge have the purposes of the monopoly 
been shown with sucb clearness as comes from 
the simultaneousness of the report that the ar- 
bitrary cannot be abolished, that the Terminal 
Association is the benefactor of St. Louis, and 
that Boss Howe is trading all the patronage at 
the command of Mavor Kreismann for the votes 
that will give the Terminal Monopoly control of 
the Republican City Committee.

‘‘Red Tape’’ Versus Public Comfort. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The Post-Dispatch Thursday takes up in a 
most wholesome fashion the refusal of officials’ 
red tape to accept a gift of $300 intended to give 
thousands of poor children of the slums much- 
needed outings in our large parks. Were it not 
for the publication of the official objections such 
refusal would be incredible. One officer profound- 
ly declares: “There might be some impropriety in 
using the gift’; the other perpends, “It is not 
within the province of the commission to permit 
its agents regularly to conduct the children from 
oné park to another either at public or private 
expense,” must be unconstitutional. August is 
the month of infantile death. All told last August 
there were 57 deaths from heat alone. Only the 
initiated can ever guess at the amount of suffer- 
ing, especially among the very young, that reigns 
in the crowded tenement districts during a St. 
Leuis August. Yet we are officially informed 
that there might be “some impropriety” in using 
this noble gift of $300 to relieve in some degree 
this vast suffering! We are also informed, as a 
final disposition of the whole matter, that neigh- 
berhood parks “are going” to be provided—per- 
haps by next summer. Shades of immortal Dog- 
berry! 

Yet this most extraordinary business is quite 
paralleled by an affair of similar nature that 
\came up last summer. Last summer will be long 
remembered for its terrific heat. A citizen visit- 
ing Forest Park for relief on a hot August Sun- 
day, to his utter astonishment, found that not a 
drop of cold water is to be had in the whole park 
except at a remote spring known to a few. The 
water furnished by the Park Department was so 
nearly hot to the palate as to be positively wath. 
Children crying for a drink would spit it out in 
disgust. Yet Forest Park is. or should be the 
great sanitarium of the city. There are several 
tank wells in the park, including a speclally de- 
vised cold water hydrant at the Bird Cage, that 
to my personal knowledge formerly did grand 
service at this much frequented resort. The 
citizen after failing in other measures, wrote to 
the Mayor, setting forth in full the very pressing 
need of cooling these tanks—a thing easily done, 
The note was mailed Aug. 23 and urged in the 
name of humanity and for the good repute of the 
city that imediate action should be taken. Sept. 
13(') he got his answér. The Mayor had “re- 
ferred” the matter to the delinquent Park Depart- 
ment which in time reported back much in the 
same humor of the present discussion, that the 
department had “under consideration” the “bub- 
bling fountain,” that the ice water wells were 
failures. Why, “600 pounds of ice placed in the 
Bird Cage well at 7 & m. was all gone by 10 a. 
m.!” ®Bhocking waste. What a lot of thirsty 
pecple to use up all that cold water! However, 
I put nearly 100 pounds of ice in my refrigerator 
at a time without alarm. Thinking from this of- 
ficial disclosure that money was lacking to pro- 
vide the saving drink of cold water, Citizen start- 
ed a cold water fund. But later in his annual re- 
pert Commissioner Scanlan showed in. triumph 
that his department had saved out of its appro- 
priation over $100,000. Here is light, a 100,000 
caridlepower light. By it he who runs can read. 
Yet St. Louis is one of the chief cities of the re- 
public under a government by the people for the 
people. 

A visit to the park today found an exact repeti- 
tion of last year’s conditions. Only the pump next 
the music pavilion had lost its handle through 
much visitation. Public notice also should be 
taken that nowhere In this great park (1100 acres) 
is there a refreshment stand. In more enlightened 
days there were two conveniently placed to the 
great comfort of the public.

WINDS AND NERVES. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 
The east winds hug the earth more 


closely and gather moisture, dust and 
bacteria. They are cold and humid, al- 
together forming an enervating influ- 
ence on human and animal iife, and 
rendering it susceptible to the disease 
germs which the wmds carry and dis- 
seminate. The cool, pure northwest 
winds come from a region of dry, high- 
ly electrified air, where ozone exists 
in comparatively large quantities. They 
are invigorating. The framework of 
nerves in the human belting is like a de!l- 
cate electrical apparatus, the nerves be- 
ing the wires and the brain and gang- 
lia tecelving and distributing centers. 

Everyone knows that a_ telephone 
works better on a crear, Gry day than 
on a wet, muggy one. The moist at- 
mosphere lessens vitality. The nervé 
wires grow flaccid and heavy. The mes- 
sages become confused. Hence, low epir- 
its, melancholia, distorted mental out- 
look, faulty assimilation and disease. 
The opposite effects flow from the 
northwest winds. The west and north- 
west winds keep the mucous membranes 
of the body in good working order. The 
coating of moisture which is always 
present with the east winds disappears. 
Absence of any wind if long continued 
has a bad effect on the human body 
and mind. A prolonged calm means 
lack of ventilation on a great scale. The 
winds serve to mix in northal propor- 
tions the gases which compose the at- 
mosphere, and in this way they are con- 
ducive to health up to a certain point. 
Beyond about twenty miles an hour, 
their influence begins to be unfavor- 
able.

‘Hell's Half Acre’ has one less saloon 


Tuesday than it had & hours before, 


and therefore is one-fourth less noisy 


at night than it has been heretofore. 

Following the petition of. 200 residents 
of North Cabanne to Gov. Hadley Mon- 
day, Sheriff John Grueninger of St. 
Touls County, without waiting for or- 
ders from Jefferson City, swooped down 
on the saloon of James L. Simpson at 
6133 Bartmer avenue, Monday night, and 
closed it up. 

It is said that Simpson, who resides in 
Wellston, and who tried to be nominated 
for Mayor of that place, had been: run- 
ning the saloon, or having it run, since 
July 12 without a lieense. 

Strange indeed it is, to a daylight ob- 
seryer, how this quiet little neighbor- 
hood, known geographically as North 
Cabanne, and generally as ‘‘Hell’s Half 
Acre,” belies its name. 

Church Near Saloons, 

It Hes just in the edge of St. Louis 
County, its eastern boundary being the 
Suburban street car tracks. On the 
south is the low, rakish Suburban pow- 
er house, On the north is Etzel avenue, 
and running right through the heart of 
the little district are the Wabash ,rail- 
road tracks. One block west of the 
tracks is the little North Cabanne Pres- 
byterian Church, the members of which 
led the revolt against the four saloons 
in the neighborhood, and petitioned Gov. 
rladiey to close the saloons on Sunday. 
after appealing in vain to the county 
authorities. | 

One might think, walking in daylight 
through the few streets embraced in this 
little section, that he were passing 
through some innocuous country village. 
The four saloons about which such a 
hue and cry has been raised are not 
more than ordinarily noticeable; in fact, 
save for the one on Bartmer avenue, at

When Night Falls 


But at night, according to the com- 
plaints of the 200 signers who appealed 
to Gov. Hadley for relief, this terri- 
tory’ takes on quite a different aspect, 
Then it ceases to be qulet, almost,bu- 
colic, North Cabanre, and becomes 
‘Hell's Half Acre’’ indeed and in truju. 

Men and women, most of them from 
St. Louis, engage in drunken bouts, 





sing ribald songs and misconduci 
themselves so scandalously as not on'y 
to shock the entire neighborhood, bvt 
to keep it awake with the noise of their 
carousals. 

But on Sundays they do not wait 
for nightfall. The drinking and 
revelry begin with early morning— 


some of it being of the “hang-ovr’” 
brand—and continues all] day and 
night. Men stagger through § the 
streets—particularly Bartmer avenue 
—0or lie on the sidewalk in a drunken

TO FREE WENDLING 
BY HABEAS CORPUS 


St. Louis Attorneys File Ac- 
tion in Behalf of Louis- 
ville Lawyer. 





An effort to free Joseph Wendling, 
accused of the murder of Alma Kellner 
in Louisville, Ky., and now here in cus-«¢ 
tody of Louisville police officers, was 
set on foot Tuesday, when a writ of 
habeas corpus was asked for in Judge 
Hitchcock's court. Attorneys Isaac 
Kollins and Joseph Williams, at the re- 
quest of Wendling’s lawyer in Louis- 
ville, made the application. Judge 
Hitchcock made the writ returnable 
Aug. 17. 

Chief of Detectives Carney of. Louis- 
ville said he did not like to be delayed 
here a week, and announced that he 
would ask the United States Circuit 
Court to pass on the requisition for 
Wendling, which was honored by the 
Governor of California, after Wendling 
was caught in San Francisco. Carney 
said he thought this would take fprece- 
dence over the habeas corpus pxoceed- 
ings. 

Carney had planned to take Wendling 
to Louisville Tuesday night, after a 
seene with Chief of Police Young, in 
which the latter denounced the Louis- 
ville officer’s attempt to make Wen- 
dling’s examination secret. 

Carney was left in St. Louis with 
Wendling while Chief of Police Lind- 
sey went on to Louisville to make sure 
that it would be safe to take Wend- 
ling there. He decided Monday after- 
noon to give a demonstration of sweat- 
box methods, and accordingly put 
Wendling on the rack in Chief Smith’s 
office at Police Headquarters, with 
newspaper reporters excluded. 

Carne Played Favorites. 

Presently Eniet Young learned that a 
man who was in the room as a “lawyer” 
really was a Louisville reporter, whom 
Carney was favoring Over another 
Louisville reporter whom he had ex- 
cluded, and over St. Louis newspaper 
men.

Foreign News Offsets Bear- 
ish Tenor of Govern- 
ment Report. 


Unfavorable crop advices from France 
and Russia today offset to a consider- 
able extent a bearish sentiment engen- 
dered by the Government report. 

Considerable selling pressure followed 
the opening sale and prices lost about 
lc while the offerings lasted. After 
that the trading became professional. 

The Government indication of 458,000,- 
000 bu, of which winter wheat overran 
all expert estimates and has only been 
exceeded twice in the Bureau's history: 
once in 1906, when a record crop of 
492,888,004 bu was harvested and in 1901, 
when the yield was 458,834,501 bu. The 
estimate exceeds last year’s actual 
yield by 12,000,000 bu. 

The trade looked on the spring wheat 
figure of 6lc on Aug. 1, compared to 
61.6 on July 1, and indicating a yieid 
of 210,000,000 bu, as negative. 

Market opinion, however, influenced 
by the outturns of wheat in favore:l 
sections of Minnesota and South Da- 
kota, is inclined to the belief that the 
harvest there will also overrun the es- 
timate 10.000.000 or 20,000,000 bu, as In win- 
ter wheat. If so, the total yleld may 
be about 680,000,000, or only 56,000,000 bu 
less than last year. , 

Add to this a surplus of 23,000,000 bu 
in farmers’ hands over a year ago, and 
the domestic supplies for consumption 
will rise above 700,000,000 bu. 

Liverpool prices opened slightly 
lower on the Government report, but 
immediately rallied on the decrease 
in the European visible, less favor- 
able advices from France, fewer 
Danubian offers and private reports 
of Russian weather further delaying 
the movement.
